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Tue Rochester Credit Men’s Association held their 
annual meeting in that city on Nov. 11th last, and 
started a movement for the organization of an inter- 
national bureau of trade information to take the place 
of mercantile agencies. 








Jupce J. A. Koehler, Akron, O., has recently inter- 
preted the garnishee law in that state to the effect that 
only one creditor at a time can collect 10 per cent of 
a man’s wages under garnishee. The Ohio Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association are carrying this matter up and will 
take it to the supreme court if mecessary to have this 
decision set aside. 








At a recent convention of the American Bankers’ 
Association, New York, the feasibility of an interna- 
tional system of exchange was discussed ; it was point- 
ed out that during a period of about fourteen years 
something like $850,000,000 worth of gold was trans- 
ported across the ocean, brought back in settlement of 
trade balances, etc. The net difference was small, yet 
there was a heavy waste, not only by abrasion but in 
cost of freight, insurance and commission. 








THE retail trade are not the only line who have trou- 
bles in the matter of premiums, as their old man of the 
sea, in the shape of trading stamps, finds its counter- 
part in the case of manufacturers of cereals, who now 
find themselves grievously handicapped through their 
systems of generally giving away premiums. This is 
a chain of their own forging and they can easily break 
the shackles if they will, by means of concerted ac- 
tion. 








THE sugar consumption of the United States in the 
current year seems likely to exceed that of any pre- 
vious year, both in quantity and per capita. The total 
quantity of sugar brought into the United States in the 
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nine months ending with September, 1904, is 4% bil- 
lion pounds, against 3% billion pounds in 1903, the 
high-record importation of sugar in the corresponding 
period in earlier years. Of this enormous quantity of 
sugar brought into the United States during the nine 
months practically one-fourth came from the non- 
contiguous territory of the United States—Hawaii, 
Porto Rico, and the Philippine Islands ; more than one- 
half came from Cuba, and the remainder chiefly from 
other islands of the East and West Indies. 








THE total deposits in all the savings banks of the 
world, according to latest official information received 
by the Department of Commerce and Labor through 
its Bureau of Statistics, amounted to over 10% billion 
dollars, contributed by 82,640,000 depositors. Of this 
total the United States shows aggregate deposits of 
$3,060,179,000, credited to 7,305,000 depositors. As 
the figures used in arriving at the grand totals cover 
about one-half of the population of the world—viz., 
over 770 million—it appears that the United States, 
with less than 9% per cent of the total population con- 
sidered, contributes over 29 per cent of the total sav- 
ings deposits recorded. Of the total number of de- 
positors, or rather deposit accounts, the share of the 
United States is somewhat less than 9 per cent, while 
the average deposit per account is, more than four 
times and the average savings per inhabitant more 
than three and one-half times the corresponding aver- 
ages for the rest of the world. 








SoME very important work is being done in behalf 
of mercantile interests by the National Credit Men’s 
Association. The purposes of this association are: To 
unite credit men for the protection of mercantile credit. 

For diffusion of ideas regarding proper granting of 
credit. 

To induce legislation for the promotion of honesty 
in business. 

To obtain improved service from mercantile agen- 
cies. 

To prosecute fraudulent failures, and guard against 
imposition. 

To establish closer ties between business men, as 
well as between them and their customers. 

To aid by precept, example and counsel in remov- 
ing causes that lead to financial failure. 

To assist in establishing uniformity in business cus- 
toms and laws. 

To promote the interchange of credit information. 

The importance of this class of work on the part of 
wholesalers is too often under-rated by the retail mer- 
chant. John Jones, the honest and energetic hardware 
dealer at Jonesville, does not see that the failure of 
Sam Smith at Smithville, affects him at all, but it 
does nevertheless. Every failure is a tax levied on 
the distribution of goods, and makes it cost the dealer 
so much more. 

Again, too many dealers are careless in looking after 
matters pertaining to their credit which directly affect 
their growth and prosperity. Fire insurance is one 
of these. While a few dealers may be so foolish as 
to take this risk, the wholesaler does not see his way 
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clear to do so, and the dealer is often mysteriously 
turned down. In many, cases the dealer is careless on 
the subject of credit and does not take the pains to 
secure as good a credit as he might, feeling that steps 
in this direction are more or less of a reflection, where- 
as, as a matter of fact, they are nothing of the sort. 








THE export record of the United States in the twelve 
months ending with October, 1904, just presented by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor through its 
Bureau of Statistics, is especially noteworthy in view 
of the fact that despite the unusually small exports of 
breadstuffs the total value of exports of all kinds is 
larger than in any preceding year ending with the date 
above named. The exports of breadstuffs in the ten 
months ending with October are less than half in value 
those of the corresponding period of 1903 or 1902, and 
only one-third as much as in the corresponding period 
of 1901 or 1899. Yet, despite this fact, that the value 
of breadstuffs exported falls 86 million dollars below 
the record for the corresponding period of last year 
and 158 millions below the record for the correspond- 
ing period of 1901, the total value of all merchandise 
exported in the twelve months ending with October, 
1904, is 60 million dollars greater than in the corre- 
sponding period of last year, and exceeds by nearly 10 
million dollars the largest total ever known in a 
twelve months’ period ending with October. 

This remarkable fact, that despite a loss of from 
86 to 158 million dollars in exports of one group of 
articles, the grand total of exports exceeds that of any 
preceding year, is accounted for chiefly by a corre- 
sponding growth in the exportation of manufactures as 
a group and of raw cotton. 








THE pernicious habit which prevails 

Secret amongst salesmen of giving secret com- 
Commissions. missions or bribes to the employees of 
their customers is far more common in 

England than in this country and has long been con- 
demned by judicial authority as not only contrary to 
the principles of law and equity, but also subversive 
of the commercial morality of the country. How 
comes it, then, queries Mr. Justice Jelf in a recent 
article in the Magazine of Commerce, that a mercan- 
tile community, which prides itself on maintaining in 
general a high standard of integrity, notoriously tol- 
erates with apathetic indifference, if not active en- 
couragement, this particular vice? Partly because 
the nature of the evil is not fully realized, and partiy 
because the custom is so inveterate, that it is not 
thought possible to fight against it. Men who would 
never countenance direct theft or fraud deliberately 
shut their eyes to the iniquity of the system, and 
minimize its demoralizing effects. What, then, is the 
remedy, for a disease which is eating into our national 
character, and, I fear, tending to destroy all personal 
religion amongst its victims? The Public Bodies 


Corrupt Practices Act, 1889, has done much to dis- 
courage bribery by making it criminal in the case of 
officers of government departments and public bodies, 
though it is to be feared that even in high places a 
large amount of corruption remains still undetected, 


while limited-liability companies and various institu- 
tions are, where supervision is lax, infected with this 
moral disorder. The sweeping legislation advocated 
by Sir Edward Fry and: the late Lord Russell of 
Killowen will, it is to be hoped, if carried out, do 
something towards making more clear the criminality 
and punishing extreme instances of secret commis- 
sions. But people cannot be made honest, any more 
than they can be made sober, by act of parliament. 
What is wanted is the formation of a healthy public 
opinion by dragging these secret crimes into the light, 
by effective prohibition on the part of employers of 
the acceptance of bribes by their agents, and by pa- 
tient exvlanation of their wrongful character to the 
ignorant. 








THE joy with which the manufacturer 
receives an order is tempered more or 
less by business conditions. When he 
has a large stock of goods on hand in the dull season 
the order is hailed with effusive ecstasy. Nothing is 
too good for it. From senior partner to office boy all 
render obeisance, and while it is being filled, the en- 
tire establishment is at its service. 

Of course manufacturers are also pleased to receive 
orders when they are extremely busy, but the homage 
paid to the order which arrives when the house is 
straining every nerve to catch up with orders it al- 
ready has on hand, is not what it is when other con- 
ditions prevail. Of course the stereotype phrase 
“Valued Order” is used both in seasons of the fat 
kine and the jean kine, but much as they regret to do 
so orders from dealers rated high in Dun and Brad- 
street’s, are sometimes turned down by regretful manu- 
facturers simply because it is a physical impossibility 
for them to be filled. 

In this connection an interesting question of ethics 
involving the relationship of manufacturer to dealer 
comes up, viz.: Is the manufacturer under any obliga- 
tion, moral or otherwise, to look after the interests of 
the dealer who refuses to look after his own interests 
by anticipating his wants? Or, in other words, should 
manufacturers turn down the requests of prospective 
new customers in order to insure their customers 
against possible shortages which they have not taken 
the forethought to insure themselves against? 

It would seem to us that common sense would dic- 
tate that the policy for the manufacturer to pursue 
would be to serve those first whose orders were re- 
ceived first, whether new or old customers, for it is 
certain that the manufacturer who pursues this policy 
will not be a loser, whereas, if he holds out a stock 
of goods through the belief that the orders he has re- 
ceived from his regular customers are not of a vol- 
ume-justified by commercial conditions, and it turns 
out that the gauge of the market by his customers was 
better than his own, then there is a decided probability 
that the manufacturer will quit quite a loser. 

If John Jones gives the stove salesman an order for 
one-half as many stoves this year as he did last year, 
and takes no steps whatsoever to anticipate his wants, 
why should the manufacturer take it upon himself to 
be John Jones’ guardian angel and lay by a stock of 


Orders. 








stoves to anticipate the very wants which John Jones 
refused to anticipate for himself? If William Smith 
wants to buy stoves of the manufacturer and the man- 
ufacturer happens to have these stoves in stock, why 
are not his claims worthy of consideration ? 

Protection as used in its technical commercial sense 
is quite an elastic word, and is used to designate a 
number of ways in which the manufacturer helps 
along the man who acts as intermediary be- 
tween himself and the consumer, but we hardly think 
that any retailer who refuses to order enough goods to 
carry himself through the season can claim “Protec- 
tion” from the manufacturer when later in the season 
the latter has opportunities to sell his stock of goods on 
hand advantageously to other parties. 








MANUFACTURES formed a larger share and agri- 
cultural products a smaller share of the exports of the 
United States in 1904 than in any earlier 

Exports. year. Figures issued by the Department 

of Commerce and Labor through its Bu- 
reau of Statistics covering the foreign commerce for 
the nine months ending with September show that 
37-87 per cent of the exports during that period were 
manufactures and but 52.04 per cent agricultural prod- 
ucts. Comparing these figures with those of earlier 
years it may be said that on only two occasions—in the 
fiscal years 1900 and 1904—have the exports of manu- 
factures formed as much as 30 per cent of the total 
exports. 

In 1900 they formed 31.65 per cent, and in the fiscal 
year 1904, 31.52 per cent, but in no other fiscal year 
have they formed as much. as 30 per cent of the total, 
and at no time have they for a period of any consider- 
able length formed as large a proportion of the exports 
as has been the case in the nine months ending with 
September, 1904. The total value of manufactures ex- 
ported during the nine months ending with September, 
1904, is 365 million dollars, against 311 millions in 
the corresponding months of 1903, 338 millions in the 
same months of 1900, 145 millions in the correspond- 
ing months of 1895, and 113 millions in the correspond- 
ing months of 1890. For the single month of Septem- 
ber the exports of manufactures were $42,690,501, 
against $33,244,848 in September of last year. 

Agricultural products exported in the nine months 
of 1904 amounted to $502,417,678, against $566,282,378 
in the corresponding period of 1903, though in the 
single month of September the value of agricultural 
products exported slightly exceeded that of the corre- 
sponding month of the preceding year, being in Sep- 
tember, 1904, $78,194,486, against $64,185,433 in Sep- 
tember, 1903. This increase in the value of agricul- 
tural prodiicts exported in September, 1904, as com- 
pared with September, 1903, is principally due to the 
exceptionally large exports of cotton in September, 
which were much above the average of September 
exportations in earlier years. 

The share which manufactures form of the exports 
seems likely in the calendar year 1904 to be greater, 
and the share which agricultural products form of the 
total exports seems likely to be smaller, than that of 
any preceding year. In the nine months ending with 
September, 1904, manufactures formed 37.87 per ceni 
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of the total exports; in 1903 they formed 33.2 per 
cent; in 1900, 33.44 per cent; in 1895, 20.68 per cent, 
and in 1890, 20.21 per cent of the total exports. The 
above figures relate in all cases to the nine months’ 
periods ending with September. On the other hand, 
products of agriculture form a much less percentage of 
the total exports in 1904 than in any earlier year, being 
in the nine months but 52.04 per cent, while in the 
nine months ending with September, 1890, they forme:| 
71.84 per cent of the total exports of domestic 
products. 








One of the most interesting of the gov- 

Fnel Tests. ©™ment exhibits at the Louisiana Pur- 

chase Exposition is the coal testing plant 

for the determination of the composition 
and fuel value of American coals. The plant includes 
machinery for the manufacture of briquettes. The 
government made an appropriation of $60,000 to cover 
the cost of erecting and maintaining this plant, though 
some of the machinery was contributed by manufac- 
turers, and the railroads made no freight charges on 
the equipment. The object of the tests is to put on 
record a mass of carefully compiled data that shall 
have all the weight that comes from government su- 
pervision and shall serve to establish certain standards 
for comparison of chemical composition and fuel value. 
A prominent manufacturer pertinently’ suggests to the 
Engineering and Mining Journal, that the tests be 
further elaborated by testing the practicability of burn- 
ing coal in the form of dust as well as in the form of 
briquettes. This suggestion is so reasonable that we 
gladly call attention to the matter. The manufacture 
of briquette, while an atractive possibility in this coun- 
try, is at present practically confined to the state of 
California and its growth is scarcely likely to be of im- 
portance except in certain localities where low-grade 
coal can be briquetted at a profit, owing to the high 
price of good coal. No doubt the process will be uti- 
lized some day for making good fuel from dirty and 
friable lignite deposits in the West, or for utilizing 
mine waste at some of the great.coal-burning centers 
of the East. 

As a fuel pulverized coal is an actuality, not a pos- 
sibility. In the manufacture of Portland cement, it 
has been of high value in reducing the cost of burning 
clinker; indeed, it is perhaps the one factor that. has 
done most for the rapid advance of the American Port- 
land cement industry to its present commanding posi- 
tion. As a boiler fuel it offers these special advan- 
tages: Thorough combustion, small amount of ash to 
be handled, and reduction of manual labor. Special 
devices for burning coal dust have been installed at a 
number of manufacturing plants and the results re- 
ported show a large percentage of saving. It would 
seem, therefore, that official tests of coal dust as boiler 
fuel should form part of the work now under way at 
St. Louis. The wastefulness of boiler firing by shovel 
as ordinarily practiced needs no reminder. Hence the 
utilization of the highest possible percentage of the 
heat units in a pound of coal should appeal not only to 
the man who pays for the coal, but to every man who 
thinks of the importance of conserving the fuel re- 
sources of this country.

The Maple Clermont for wood has extra large front 
feed door with smoke curtain; also top feed. The 
body is made of Wood’s 16 gauge double rolled, extra 
fine finished iron.

The Clermont Oak has large feed door molded in 
one piece with smoke curtain on the inside suspended 
from the door frame.

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Selling Goods 


SELLING SPECIALTIES. 


Sam T. White of The White Lily Washer Co., Daven- 
port, Ja., writes: 

WHERE DEALERS LOSE MONEY. 

The hardware dealer of to-day who does not pay particu- 
lar attention to the specialty end of the business is losing 
money. His business may be on a paying basis, but he is 
losing money that he would be making if he paid more at- 
tention to the specialty end of it. 


DEFINITION OF SPECIALTY. 

When I speak of specialties I do not mean by this that 
the dealer must take up every article that comes along whether 
there is any sale for it or not. I mean by specialties any 
article that can be sold and stay sold. I put washing ma- 
chines, stoves, saws, churns, lawn mowers, etc., in the spe- 
cialty column, they of course are staple articles, but must 
be sold as specialties. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR HARDWARE SUCCESS. 

There are three necessary qualifications to the successful 
hardware man, viz: First, knowledge of the business; sec- 
ond, the right line of goods, and third, energy and push. 

KNOWLEDGE OF BUSINESS. 

The first of these, knowledge of business, covers a large 
field. In the first place the successful hardware dealer must 
see that he buys goods that have merit, goods that have 
talking points, goods that he knows when they go out of 
his store are backed up by a strong guarantee, and he must 
know that he has the backing of a reliable manufacturer at 
the back of him, for a dealer cannot afford to make good a 
guarantee out of his own pocket. 

GUARANTEES. 

This brings up the matter of the guarantee, a matter of 
vital importance to the hardware and every other trade. I 
have always contended that if a manufacturer turns out a 
defective article he should replace the defective parts at the 
dealer’s door. You will find that in ninety-nine cases out 
of every one hundred the manufacturers’ guarantee reads 
thus: “If any part of this article proves defective and you 
will send it to our factory prepaid we will replace the same 
free of charge.” 

The trouble with this guarantee is that in the majority oi 
cases it,costs more to have the guarantee made good than 
it does to buy a new piece. We all know that as a rule its 
the little part that breaks. The cost of sending the broken 
part back is often more than the part is worth. 

A CASE IN RETAIL. 

We will suppose a. case for a minute and see how it will 
work out. Mr. Farmer buys a washing machine of Mr. Hard- 
ware and Mr. Hardware guarantees the machine to Mr. 
Farmer. The first time Mr. Farmer uses the machine some 
little part breaks, it has a flaw in it (and no manufacturer 
in the world is infallible). Mr. Farmer brings the piece in 
to Mr. Hardware and says this is defective. All right, says 
Mr. Hardware, I think it is defective myself, but I will have 
to send it to the factory to get it replaced and that will cost 
me 25c each way for express, which of course you will have 
to stand. Mr. Farmer says, why you guaranteed this ma- 
chine and if you don’t want to replace it you can take it 
back. Mr. Hardware gets out his list and its worth, 20c. 
He can send and get it for 45c, express included, or he can 
have it replaced for 50c. He is five cents ahead without the 
guarantee. 


LOSER AT ANY STAGE OF THE GAME. 

So, Mr. Hardware has the choice of three things. First, 
have the article brought back by Mr. Farmer and the possi- 
bility of losing a customer; second, of having the manu- 
facturer make good the guarantee at a loss of 5oc to himself, 


and third, of sending for a new piece at a cost of 45c¢ out 
of his own pocket. At any stage of the game Mr. Hard- 
ware is loser. He either loses the good-will and possibly the 
trade of Mr. Farmer or he loses forty-five or fifty cents. I 
claim that when a manufacturer sends out a defective ma- 
chine that he should replace the part right at the dealer’s door. 


MUST KNOW COMPETITIVE LINES. 


The White Lily Washer Company adopted this method 
at my suggestion, and it has proven very satisfactory, both to 
the dealer and ourselves. I have said more on the guarantee 
than I intended and again referring to knowledge of the busi- 
ness 1 would say that in addition to knowing the merit of 
the gcods the dealer buys, both the buyer and the salesman 
must know his competitors’ lines. I do not mean by this that 
it is necessary to know your competitor’s goods in order to 
run them down, and I would say never run down another 
man’s goods. 

I was on the road for fifteen years and during that time 
I was asked my opinion many times of some competitor’s 
line. My invariable answer was I am not selling that line, 
and right here is where the knowledge of your own goods 
and your competition comes in. Don’t run the other lines 
down but call attention to every point that you have on 
your article that. you know is not on the other. 


DEALER SHOULD CONTROL LINE. 


“The right line of goods.” Mr. Dealer will naturally 
ask how he is to know what is the right line. Its easy, al- 
though I never was in the retail hardware business I believe 
I could buy a stock to-day without any trouble. I could name 
a half-dozen stove manufacturers off-handed, that their brand 
is a household worth, and I could take up any one of them 
and make a success af it. The only thing I want to know 
is that I have control of it and right here is where most 
hardware dealers make their mistake. Very few of them 
will handle a stove that any other dealer in the same town 
sells, but they will keep a washing machine on their floor 
that is sold by every other hardware dealer and also by the 
grocer, the racket store and every one else. 

MADE A SUCCESS WITH WELL-KNOWN LINES. 

Some years ago when I was in the bicycle business I had 
occasion to make a town where there were two hardware deal- 
ers that wanted my line of goods. I looked up their rating and 
I found that both had recently started in business, and they 
were both rated the same, namely : $3,000 to $5,000, fair credit. 
I asked the hotel proprietor which was the best and he said 
there was not much difference, if any they were both good. 
I went to the bank and found out they were both worth 
about the same ard apparently had started in on an equal 
footing. It was up to me to decide which one I was to sell 
to because I had w line that I could only sell to one man. 
I went to Mr. A’s store and found his stock consisted of a 
well-known line of steel ranges, a well-known line of heaters, 
a well-known line of washing machines and it seemed to 
me that in everything he carried he had one line and a stock 
of than one line. 

I then went over to Mr. B’s store and found that he had 
a couple of steel ranges under different names that I had 
never heard of before. His line of heaters consisted of five 
or six different makes of almost unknown brands, and five or 
six jobbers’ washing machines, and the balance of his stock 
seemed about the same. 

On the appearance of the stock I decided where to place 
the agency, and it is unnecessary for me to state that I placed 
it with Mr. A and to-day I looked up their comparative rat- 
ings to see how correct my judgment was and I find Mr. 
B rated at $500 to $1,000 limited, while Mr. A is rated at 
$20,000 to $35,000 high. Mr. A started out right. He put 
in lines that were known. He stuck to those lines and made 
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a success, while Mr. B put in unknown lines and made a 
failure. 
ENERGY AND PUSH. 

After you have secured the knowledge of the business and 
the right line of goods the next question is selling the goods 
and how to do it, and it is the most important after all. 
The manager of one of the largest stores in Chicago once 
said to me that he would not give two cents for a salesman 
who could only sell a man a fiity-cent tie when he came 
into the store. To get at it, what he wanted was a sales- 
man that would sell him a hat, a suit of clothes and a pair 
of shoes before he got away. This is the successful sales- 
man. You can’t afford to pay a man a man’s wages, nor 
can you afford to waste your own time selling a man five 
pounds of nails and letting him get away at that, nor will 
the successful salesman wrap up the nails and let him off 
with a simple, “Is that all?” 

A SKILLFUL USE OF TIME. 

The successful salesman will take as much time as pos- 
sible wrapping up these nails, and while he is doing so will 
be calling Mr. Farmer’s attention to a particular stove, a 
washing machine or some other specialty and endeavor to sell 
him something before he leaves the store on which there is 
a profit. 

WASHING MACHINES. 

And now if I may be permitted I will devote some time 
to the washing machine line, and it will be fair to presume 
that all other specialties come under the same head. If you 
want to make a success selling washing machines, in the 
first place buy a line of washing machines that you can get 
control of. Get a line of washing machines that have talk- 
ing points and quality. When you have this line you will 
find that the manufacturers print considerable advertising 
matter on this machine and it don’t cost you anything to get 
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some of it, and whenever a dealer can get any advertising free 
of charge then is the time to get it no matter how small it 
is, get it. It can’t do any harm and may do some good. 

A DEALER’S MISTAKE. 

When a customer goes into a dealer’s store to look at a 
washing machine too many dealers make the mistake of show- 
ing several different kinds and not any one in particular, and 
the result is that the customer says, “I'll look around,” and 
they go to some other store and that dealer makes a par- 
ticular effort on one style of machine and makes the sale 

SHOULD SELL ONLY ONE MACHINE. 

To make a success of selling washing machines get one 
line of washing machines, make it your leader, something your 
competitor can’t get. Get a couple of other machines for stool 
pigeons and when a customer comes into your store push that 
one machine, and nine times out of ten you will make the 
sale. My success in selling the “White Lily” washing ma- 
chine has been in selling one article, advertising it success- 
fully, selling it to only one dealer in each town, backing up 
the guarantee, and last but by no means least, confining my 
business to the legitimate hardware trade. 

DEALER SHOULD BUY DIRECT FROM THE MANUFACTURER ON THE 
AGENCY BASIS, 

When the dealer buys an article that is sold direct from 
manufacturer to dealer and on the agency plan he can rest 
assured that he don’t have to meet the competition of such 
people as Montgomery Ward, Sears Roebuck & Co., and the 
like. 

If the hardware dealers would only get together and abso- 
lutely refuse to buy anything that was handled by these peo- 
ple and at the same time make a specialty of buying spe- 
cialties direct from the manufacturers on an agency basis 
there would be more profit in the hardware business. 


Catalogue House Competition 


A RETAILER’S VIEWS. 


A. L. E—Ark., writes: 

DECLARES “J. S. A.” ONESIDED. 

In the much thoroughly threshed out question of cata- 
logue houses I note “J. S. A.” remarks from a manufacturer’s 
standpoint, and wish to make a few remarks on the subject. 
The articles so far tell just as much truth and no more than 
the average socialist speaker does. Now what is wanted is 
the whole truth and not one side’s half of it. The ;etailer 
does not desire or need a policeman nor a club, but does de- 
sire that the manufacturer be just as he represents himself 
to be and not sell to a catalogue house inferior goods at a 
low price, or cut good goods in order to sell a big lot of 
goods to one house. Retailers may have prejudices but I 
find they extend only to houses that treat them right and 
sell goods fair, and when “J. S. A.” says the retailer can 
check the catalogue man he has not studied the retailers’ posi- 
tion at all, and his statement shows it. 

RETAILER IS UP-TO-DATE. 

The retailer is generally up to date and is the one who 
pushes the manufacturers’ goods and makes it possible for 
him to sell. Also his having to handle merchantable goods 
makes it possible for the manufacturer to sell his more poorly 
finished and sometimes good goods to the catalogue house, for 
if once in business the catalogue house has to have goods 
at any price. The retailer is the only one who can push new 
goods successfully on the market and a retailer must be up 
to date to do this or he does no business. The personal 
perseverance and push of a retailer dealer in a country town 
and personal acquaintance is the very best of an advertise- 
ment for him and all our country papers carry their ads in 


full. 
CAUSE OF CATALOGUE HOUSE SUCCESS. 


I don’t know anything about Revelations 111 and 19, but 
I do know that to say the retailer is mainly responsible for 


present conditions is absurd, and he is going on just as 
though nothing has happened, and is making a living I guess, 
and: that inactivity is not the cause. The success of cata- 
logue houses has been mainly brought about by education, 
by letters, circulars, catalogues, with a lot of talk of hon- 
esty, square dealing and information. No retail dealer dares 
to give to his customer what is not strictly business to the 
customer or retail dealer. Honesty is the best policy and no 
catalogue house strictly follows it. I give you an idea of the 
catalogue house as the dealer sees it. 
REFUSED TO PUT THE FURNACE IN. 

A man from a big dry goods store, bookkeeper by posi- 
tion, came to me for a furnace, told me he wanted seven 
registers and could get his pipes and furnace registers for a 
mere song. He wanted to know what I would put it in for; 
and told me he could do it himself but did not want to. I told 
him ! could sell him a furnace and pipe as cheap as any- 
one, all put in. I soon found he knew more about furnaces 
his way than I could tell him. In fact, he did all the talk- 
ing and gave no plan that one could give an_ intelli- 
gent figure on. In a few days he returned, saying he had 
bought furnace, pipes, registers, and wanted to know what 
I would put them in for, this making me the responsible party 
if it failed to work. You can guess the answer was, no; 
I don’t put in your furnace at all. 

A SORRY EXPERIENCE WITH AN EASTERN FURNACE. 

Another man who bought a furnace in Philadelphia cost- 
ing him $75.00, with jacket on, came to me to put it in. I 
showed him a larger Front Rank I would have given him 
gladly for the same money. I put in the furnace, furnishing pipe, 
etc, complete. Now comes the climax, the furnace casting 
cracked and they got smoke in their rooms. The deception comes 
in the people believing all they read and not consulting a retail 
man. A retail man can no more govern it than a preacher 
can, even the country folks buy groceries, dress goods from 
catalogue houses, wal! paper and so on and then expect the 
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retailer to buy their butter and eggs and then grumble if they 
think they do not get big prices. The class of goods sent 
out from catalogue houses are not up to any given standard 
and in many instances are a cheat; also the manufacturing 
company sell them goods practically at their own option, en- 
abling them to sell some articles very cheap. The consumer de- 
siring things cheap takes the education very readily offered by 
a catalogue house as he wants as much for his money as pos- 
sible, and human nature dictates for him to take all he can 
get for nothing when he knows it is actually under cost, and 
they think they are getting something for nothing. 
CATALOGUE HOUSE WALL PAPER IS INFERIOR. 

“J. S. A.” speaks of reliability. They must be reliable in 
sending goods because they want the money. I have bought 
wall paper and other goods right at home and compared them 
with catalogue goods and most of the catalogue goods except- 
ing certain cases are from 5 to 10 per cent below a fair com- 
parison, but to be successful the catalogue house must claim a 
superiority. The catalogue is confined to the country be- 
cause they are all in the big city and the people can run to 
the department stores and because country men can be easily 
reached by mail, and are more easily influenced by education 
than the city man. 

CUSTOMERS ARE IMPRACTICABLE. 

He also says the retailer is asleep. I do not see how he 
can help it when a customer will not even tell what he wants 
when he cails, but assumes a catalogue air and does all the 
talking, naming prices that no honest dealer can reach or 
obtain goods at, and frequently prices lower than he can buy, 
with no comparison of goods or else simply order without 
ever looking to see what the dealer can offer. 

SMALL MARGINS. 

They have found in thirty years’ buying a good plan, 
to patronize a good house, and for a party to proclaim the 
poor buyer acts against a retailer at this date and age is re- 
markable, for all standard houses are very prompt to inform 
any good retailer on any point to his advantage in trade. A 
5 or 10 per cent margin is very nice, but it can not be sup- 
posed that we can compare as small. A retailer of any kind 
with his capital can buy as cheap as a catalogue house can. 
The advantage of capital and option is with big catalogue 
house. It can display choice in buying from a house on 
goods intended to be bought, and I have had experience 
in dealing with their optional ways in their buying 
and added to that the statement, if you don’t sell at their 
bid they can purchase elsewhere. The catalogue house does 
not need to retaliate for as long as a consumer will ignore a 
dealer who has given him credit, taken his ducks, eggs and 
small trade and then orders his big bills of a catalogue house 
he will command trade and should be ashamed to retaliate, 
and it is a good deal like kicking a man that is down. 

MANUFACTURER IS FIRST TO SELL CONSUMER. 

The boycott mentioned would not do any good for the 
manufacturer is the first one to sell to the consumer and 
create a catalogue house style, and many are part owners in 
them to-day. The average dealer does not desire to do away 
with the jobber or manufacturer for they are his supply house 
at all times and as a rule, he holds his orders. A repre- 
sentative of his house comes to town and in my town the two 
hardware men buy from different houses, and when one 
writes to them they refer to the home dealer, noting the 
paragraphs about peddlers in ranges. There is no dealer in 
the store line but can duplicate a range sold by peddler at 
$60.00, $70.00 and $75.00 on time, bought of Wrought Iron 
Range Co., if he will buy a Charter Oak of same style for 
$40.00 or $45.00 or other good makes and trust the customer 
for it just the same, and then make money. There is no doubt 
about delinquents in buying, in paying and in trusting a 
jobber or manufacturer, but the greatest damage is done not 
to them but to the hustler “J. S. A.” calls for, and no retailer 
can be modern unless the jobber is also modern in these days 
of vaunted prosperity. 

COMPETITION IS THE LIFE OF TRADE. 

I can buy goods as cheap as I need or want them.and if it 
was not for the much-praised style of a small profit and a big 
business they would not be socheap. The old style was competi- 
tion was the life of trade. Now it is a little profit and a big trade; 
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death to friendship in trade when we each get our price and 
make money, treating our fellow men honestly, and each 
knowing the other was making a profit on the trade. I wish to 
give you more of a description of catalogue trade and what 
it really entails on a mechanic and retailer. A farmer came 
to me to gutter his house. I asked him 10c a foot for 3” 
pipe and % round gutter of galvanized iron and proposed to 
go out 1% miles to measure it and tell him how much it 
would be. He kept talking about having it done; I met him 
in the hardware store and he said, “I am going to have you 
put up my gutter next week.” I went out congratulating my- 
self on securing a much-needed job. It went on three or four 
weeks and I had forgotten all about it, as sometimes farmers 
are slow and put things off from day to day. 
GUTTER IN BAD SHAPE. 

A little boy came to my house from school and left word 
that his papa wanted me to bring my soldering outfit out and 
put up his gutters. I asked who it was. It was the farmer. 
Not being at home my wife told him to go to the shop and 
see me. 

He called again. Then the man’s wife called. Thenaftera 
long tume Mr. Farmer called at my shop, and when at last 
I gave him a nice little talk he confessed that he had bought 
his gutter from Sears, Roebuck & Co., and it was all smashed 


from not being crated—just tied together with strings. 
A COCKY SAWBONES. 


Another case was that of a doctor building a new house. I 
asked him about a furnace. O, yes, he says, I bought of a friend 
in Chicago, got furnace, pipes and all but says I, you should 
let us have a chance at home on things that way. O, but, 
says he, I am not here to pay any man a commission on doing 
business in this town. He could not get anyone to put it in, 
and at last his brick mason did it, and it nearly burnt his 
house up. 

BUYS A SHEET IRON BOX. 

A dentist came to me as I was at work and asked me to 
go at once and figure on a furnace for him, 14 rooms, every- 
thing must be right. I gave him a figure in all honesty for 
quality and cheapness with this exception, that with a proper 
knowledge and years’ experience I could not put in a furnace 
that I could recommend and one that would stand by me in 
the end without it costing a lot of money. Well, says he, that 
is too thick for my blood. A short time after a dray drove 
up the street to his place with a great long sheet iron or steel 
box, you know we do not get sheet iron any more, now 
it is steel. The box had a cast door frame on it, cast collar 
and so on, some furnace pipes and so on for three rooms, 
and if he had told me the thing alright here at the price 
he paid for it, it was set up by another brickmason. 

WOULD SEE IT DIFFERENTLY. 

In order to get work I have taken cornice work, roofing, 
plate glass, store fronts of sash glass doors, locks, cast threads 
and columns and have had to take it in that way in order 
to get the cornice work and roof and beat the catalogue 
house proposition. If you could be out West here, where 
the catalogue does its work, talk and deal with a few of its 
educational class you would see it differently. In my line of 
metal work I will duplicate and buy my stock of good mer- 
cantile greatly of a jobber or manufacturer at catalogue prices, 
with freight added, and in some cases would be glad to 
furnish the same quantity of goods on the building complete 
and say’nothing of freight for the same money, which they 
never do. 


AIRS OF CATALOGUE HOUSE CUSTOMER. 
The retailer often has cause to complain justly, and he 


should do so. I have read this threshed out catalogue busi- 
ness in all your papers and find it like a socialist speaker; 
tell just a little truth and blame the retail man for what he 
even can’t get hold of. We found out, and it is truly re- 
markable how a catalogue house customer will enter a man’s 
place of business and assume an air of your “can’t sell me; 
don’t know as I want anything; don’t think you have or can 
make what I want,” and then find out he could have got the 
little thing of a catalogue house, but it was not in catalogue 
and it was so little anyway he did not want to send for it, and 
also tell you more about your business than years of ex- 
perience has taught you, and in fact, do all the talking.

THE DRAWBACK ON TIN PLATES. 








We earnestly approve the demand of our tin plate 
manufacturers for the abrogation of so much of the 
drawback provision of the tariff of 1897 as applies 
to tin plates. The original reason for this applica- 
tion of the drawback provision, which provision has 
been embodied in ail our recent tariffs, has ceased tc 
exist. When a tin plate industry had no existence in 
this country the extension of the drawback privilege 
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to the shippers abroad of petroleum, canned meats 
and vegetables, canned fruits, fish, oysters, etc., was 
justified because tin plates of domestic manufacture 
could not be obtained, and the duty paid on imported 
tin plates which afterwards exported in manufactured 
forms, if it had been retained in the treasury, would 
have been a check upon our foreign trade. But this 
country is now not only able to supply tin plates in 
sufficient quantities to meet all domestic demands, both 
for home use and export, but it can do this at prices 
very much lower than those which prevailed when our 
exporters of canned goods were compelled to buy 
foreign tin plates. Fair play and the public welfare 
would seem, therefore, to demand that hereafter the 
exporters of canned goods should not be paid a bounty 
out of the United States treasury to induce them to 
use foreign tin plates. If exporters of such goods 
should prefer to continue to use imported tin plates 
they should be required to pay the same duty as other 
importers of tin plates, with no benefit of drawback. 
The treasury would gain in needed revenue. Further- 
more, it has been represented that it is easy to commit 
frauds upon the revenue umder the drawback pro- 
vision, so far at least as it relates to tin plates, and 
in this representation fies an additional reason for the 
abrogation of this provision to the extent that we have 
suggested.—Bulletin of the American Iron and Steel 
Association.

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DECLARE AGAINST TRADING STAMPS. 








At their latest monthly meeting the Hartford, Conn., 
Business Men’s Association passed the following 


recommendation : 

That an agreement be entered into between the several 
members of the Business Men’s Association as an association 
measure, binding those at present engaged in the distribution 
of trading stamps to discontinue them at the termination of 
their several contracts, and binding those who are not now 
engaged in distributing stamps not to make a contract with 
the trading stamp companies to do so. 

President Irving C. Treat in his address said: 

The trading stamp question has been revived during the 
past two months, but it does not appear that the promoters of 
the stamp system are gaining any material headway in this 
city. Many of our members have had practical experience in 
the using of trading stamps, and have expressed their views 
on the subject very freely. At this time not one who has 
used stamps shows any disposition to adopt the system 
again. In Massachusetts a law has just been enacted which 
imposes an excise tax of 3 per cent on all merchants giving 
trading stamps. It is admitted even by the trading stamp 
companies that under this act the merchants can hardly 
afford to pay for stamps and pay the tax as well.

producers hold their product at $16, Chicago, for No. 
2 foundry, and, with the lower rate, are naturally 
getting almost all of the business. New building con- 
tracts are being let in greater abundance than even the 
most optimistic manufacturers of structural material 
could have expected two months ago. Billets are 
meeting with a satisfactory reception at their ad- 
vanced rate and are serving to strengthen the market 
for the more finished products. 

In spite of the decidedly bullish tone prevailing every 
department of the iron and steel industry and in spite 
of the strong demand from consumers whose stocks are 
in an unusually low condition, there is a well-nourished 
feeling in some quarters that the recent advances in 
pig iron are not warranted by actual conditions and 
that they will not be of permanent duration. Produc- 
ers, however, are convinced that the present level of 
prices is well justified by the scarcity of raw materials 
and the consequent advance in cost of production as 
well as the general increase in demand. They point 
out also that production cannot be increased much 
during the next six months, and recent statistics indi- 
cate a steady advance in consumption. 


PIG IRON. 

Except in a few cases all Southern furnaces have 
withdrawn from the market. While this movement 
may be taken to mean that these furnaces are well 
filled with business, many buyers refuse to believe that 
this is the case. Southern interests have been ex- 
tremely chary all fall about booking for future deliv- 
eries. It is the general impression that, in spite of 
recent reports to the contrary, the largest Southern 
companies have comparatively few orders on their 
books for the first half of next year. Just at the time 
that Southern prices began to advance a large propor- 
tion of the consumers throughout the country became 
convinced that general business conditions were on the 
eve of improvement, and that they would be fore- 
handed to cover. for their requirements of iron as far as 
possible into next year. Northern irons were in most 
cases below a parity with Southern brands, and the 
result was large purchases of Northern and Virginia 
irons in the face of a rapidly advancing market. 

Northern furnaces are now well sold up through the 
first quarter of 1905, though they have not changed 
their policy of advancing prices just enough to keep the 
price differentiation in their favor, thus acquiring the 
bulk of the business. In this respect, Southern inter- 
ests were said by a keen observer to resemble the pro-

verbial cat hot chestnut fame. Northern furnaces are 
getting most of the chestnuts and the Southerns have 
only burnt paws. At present, Southern irons are sell- 
ing at an excess of $1.15 per ton over Northern irons. 
There is no apparent reason why this disparity should 
exist unless the scarcity of Southern coke may be ad- 
duced as a very powerful factor. This scarcity is now 
in a fair way of being overcome. When the supply 
is brought up to requirements, prices for Southern 
goods may be expected to resume parity with those of 
their Northern neighbors. It is hardly probable that 
Northern prices will be permanently advanced to any 
great degree. 

The comparative quiet of the week ending November 
19 was marked by renewed activity during the week 
under review. Southern irons sold quite well in spite 
of the very high figure, though much the greater part 
of the business stayed North. 


BILLETS. 

The recent advance of $1.50 a ton for both forging 
and re-rolling billets has only served to stimulate buy- 
ing. Producers have no difficulty in booking all de- 
sirable orders at regular association prices. It is ex- 
pected that premiums for immediate deliveries will be 
asked, if the brisk demand continues. We have revised 
our prices and quote on carload lots, Chicago delivery, 
as follows: Forging billets, 4x4 and larger, up to 
but not including 1ox1o, $26. Re-rolling billets, Bes- 
semer or open-hearth, 4x4 and larger up to .25 carbon, 
$24; up to and including .60 carbon, $1 extra. Billets, 
374 inches and smaller, and sheet and tin bars, $26. 
Wire rods which nominally are quoted $30 Pittsburgh, 
may be shaded about $1 a ton on desirable specifica- 
tions.
